Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, February 18: 

During the week ended February 13, a bill of health was issued to 

the steamship Marienfels, bound for Boston and New York with a total 

crew of 63, and to the steamship Clan Maclver, bound for Boston and 

New York with a total crew of 56. The usual precautions were taken, 

"Last 3 plague rats show B. pexlw of low virulence. Last rat previously reported 
to be plague infected was found, on Oahu (Aiea plantation), August 22, 1907; on 
Hawaii (Hilo), February 3, 1909. 
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the holds fumigated, rat guards placed on the wharf lines, and the 
Asiatics' effects disinfected. 

Week ended February 6. At Calcutta there were 12 deaths from 
cholera, 10 from plague, and 202 from smallpox; in Bengal 306 cases 
of plague with 241 deaths; in India 3,663 cases of plague with 3,076 
deaths.
